Washington — Sometimes the 
"iron 


-hand" squelches a revolution in Mexi- 
co and sometimes it breeds 
further 


revolution. The truth is official Wash- 
ington is uneasy over the outlook for 
internal peace in Mexico. 


Execution of the leaders of a revolt 


often frightens other would-be rebels 
but if in the present situation it is 
discovered that the proof of compli- 
city between the presidential candi- 
dates and the mutinous troops is 
flimsy, a reaction may set in and the 
cry raised that the Calles-Obregon al- 
liance is merely trying to retain pow- 
er, even if it is necessary to kill all 
other aspirants for the office. 


"What is disconcerting officials here 


is that the rebellious spirit has spread 
so widely that outbreaks of 
revolt 


were contemplated in many different 
places. The ^lexicon government has 
lately been pinched for funds 
and 


sometimes when troops are not paid 
promptly they are sufficiently discon- 
tinued to be the piev of rebel leaders. 


ARMY REVOLT SERIOUS 


"When a revolution in Mexico starts 


inside the army it is a more serious 
thing than when a rebel chieftain 
goes out to the outlying states and 
gathers in volunteers. 
The 
revolt 


against Madero was started by Hu- 
erta inside the army. In Jlexico, as 
in other Spanish-American countries, 
a winning-over of the principal army 
officers usually means a quick success 
for the revolution and the overthrow 
of the existing regime. 


The Calles government had to act 


quickly and firmly to nip the revolt 
in the bud. Executing Generals Ser- 
rano and Gomez was meant as an ex- 
ample to others who would turn trai- 
tor to the government by taking up 
arms. 
The trouble, however, is that execu- 


tions in the middle of a political cam- 
paign- do not always carry the con- 
viction that 
they 
were 
convicted. 


Friends of the executed leaders grow 
bitter and start a movement of re- 
venge. Among the list of those exe- 
cuted are political leaders whose chief 
offense may havo been icndering po- 
litical support to General Serrano. 
The capture, 
court-martial and exe- 


cution came so fast that there was 
scant opportunity for the innocent to 
be separated from the guilty- The ef- 
fect on other political candidates will 
be instantaneous. 
They will feel in- 


timidated. 


SHOW "IRON HAND" 


General Obregon, who is the osten- 


sible favorite of the Calles administra- 
tion. is in Mexico City prepared to 
take the field against the rebels. This 
will be interpreted as meaning that I 
the government will control the next 
^lections and that the "iron 
hand" 


policy 
will s=ec to it that Obregon. 


who served four yeai's. but was by 
the constitution ineligible for immedi- 
ate succession, now will be able to go 
back to the presidential palace. 


If there is no Immediate reaction 


from the summary way the rival can- 
didates havo been treated, there may 
i'& an era of comparative quiet, but 
at this writing it is difficult to know 
how widespread the seeds of revolt 
have been sown, especially since the

even for landing of troops were 
being made then. The diary sajs 
General Pershing openly ridiculed 
"the league of peace." 


Sir Henry was chief of the Im- 


perial general staff of the Brit- 
ish army during the last year of 
the conflict. In June, 1922, lie was 
assassinated on the doorstep of 
his London home by tno Sinn 
Feiners. Repeatedly Sir Henry re- 
ferred to 
YVoodrow 
Wilson as 


"my cousin."

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PLANNING LAWS OF 


STATE IN NEED OF 


SENEiAL REVISION 


'President of Association Says 


Not One City in State Has 


• Right System 


Milwaukee—CXP)—A careful study of 


city and regional planning: with a 
view to making definite recommenda- 
tions to cities of the state and the 1929 
legislature, was advocated Thursday 
by Arthur J. Rabuck, Milwaukee, in 
' his presidential address before the con- 
ference of City Planners. 


Tho state legislature, Mr. 
Rabuck 


contended, has been 
experimenting 


with planning laws for the last 20 
years but has paid little attention to 
results of the experiments. 


"Consequently," he declared, "our 


state statutes relating to planning are 
greatly in need of_ general revision." 


Since the purpose of municipal gov- 


ernment is to promote public health, 
safety, morals, convenient and gener- 
al welfare, said Mr. Rabuck, the ac- 
complishment of the purpose ^requires 
the exercising of three distinct func- 
tions, namely planning, legislation and 
administration. 


TOO MUCH POWER 


"The planning function of govern- 


ment which is not commonly under- 
stood at present," he asserted, "should 
be entrusted to an official 
planning 


council or commission. The present 
state statutes provide that the coun- 
cil of any city may by ordinance-cre- 
ate a city planning commission of live 
- or seven members, but in my opinion 
neither of these types is properly con- 
: stituted. Both place too much power 
' in the hands of ex-officio members. 


"It is highly desirable that a sub- 


stantial majority of the city planning 
commission be composed of appoin- 
tive members who have no 
official 


function other than those of plan- 
ning." 
Since the adoption of 
the 
home 


rule amendment to 
the "Wisconsin 


constitution, according to Mr. Rabuck, 
cities need not necessarily follow the 
-state status relating to city planning. 
Any city or village in Wisconsin, he 
said, has the power to determine for 
itself the composition and powers of 
its own commission. 


"The chief function of city plan- 


ning commissions should be the pre- 
paration, of a master plan for the 
physical development of the munici- 
pality and all suburban 
areas. Al- 


though the first official city planning 
commission was organized in "Vi'iscon- 


" sin nearly 20 years ago, and although 
we now have 20 commissions in the 
state, there is not to my knowledge a 
-single city in the state -which has a 
comprehensive master city plan -with 
a definite legal status. 


GREAT DESIGN 


"The master plan is a great mosaic 


design of the present and proposed 
physical development of 
the 
city 


shotting each part so determined as 
to location, character and extent that 
it will function in as nearly perfect 
coordination as is possible with each 
other, part. Such a plan should in- 
clude a comprehensive major street 
plan, a system of transportation and 
recreation, development of 
public 


^utilities both municipalities and those 
_privately owned, and a comprehen- 
sive plan of general location, char-

At any rate,

friends are hoping that 
Borah wilf 


support their man. 
Insofar as they 


are 
concerned, Hoover 
and 
Borah 


would make a great national ticket. 
Borah might conceivably consent to 
such an arrangement, despite his re- 
fusal to run with Coolidge in 1B24, but 
there may be even more implications, 


MAY BOOST BORAH 


Suppose the Hoover strength at the 


convention, when it becomes apparent 
that Hoover can't win in the face of 
eastern and 
agrarian 
opposition, 


turns to Borah? The present dope is 
that neither Hoover nor Borah can 
win the nomination, but if such a de- 
velopment should come it would bring 
Borah much nearer to the nomination 
than he has ever been before. 


No close personal friendship exists 


between Hoover and Borah such as is 
found between Lowden 
and Dawes, 


but in some respects their interests 
are the same. 


Hoover has a passionate desire to 


be president 
and thinks he has a 


chance. Borah would like to be presi- 
dent too, but he has no illusions which 
allow him to think that he can 
get 


the nomination 
under the party's 


present set-up. 
On the other hand, 


there are those who think that Hoo- 
ver is' in much the same boat as Bo- 
rah—that the party's leaders and con- 
trolling influences won't let him have 
it because he is too honest and too 
much his own man.

the nomination such as Hughes and 
Dawes. He is convinced that the big 
boys of the party have determined to 
block Hoover's campaign 
for dele- 


gates by putting up Hughes to beat 
him in the east. In other words, the 
same crowd which has kept him from 
the nomination is out to knife Hoov- 
er. Borah has never played ball with 
the politicians. 


Out of this bond of sympathy may 


grow a feeling on the par* of. both 
men that they will each be stronger 
if they unite against the 
influences 


which are opposed to them both. 


Of course there are some sections 


of political power which would accept 
Hoover and not Borah, and vice-ver- 
sa. Hoover, for instance, is satisfac- 
tory to the international bankers and 
to most business men. Borah, the iso- 
lationist, is not satisfactory 
to the 


international bankers and many busi- 
ness men erroneously regard him as a 
radical. On the other hand, Borah is 
satisfactory to the farmers.

Behind the 


scenes conspiracy is ceaselessly at work 
to promote personal ambitions and to ob- 
tain the brief and illusory fruits ot pow- 
er. 


Those in the United States who shed 


tears for Mexican politicians that get in- 
to jams with Uncle Sam are wasting their 
emotions. Reformers and 
revolutionists 


down there do nothing for the Mexican 
people. The}-, of course, profess to do so, 
and hold up some program of land or eco- 
nomic reform that listens well, but they 
do not mean a word. They are consumed 
with an overwhelming ambition for place 
and luxury that high office offers. None 
of them makes good. Their policies are 
pretexts. One encourages foreign invest- 
ments and assistance, and the next en- 
gages in confiscation and reprisal.

result Mexico gets nowhere, tor it has 
neither money nor brains of its own. Its 
one great need is intelligent, patriotic 
statesmanship.

A BALE OF HAY 


"\Vhat food element docs the cow add 


to milk and meat that is not in the food 
which she cats:" a doctor asks. "None 
whatever." he adds. Admitting his pos- 
tulate as to the cow. one might secure the 
equivalent of meal, 
milk, butter 
and 


cheese by 
buying a 
bale of hay 
and 


munching it. That would 
simplify 
the 


matter, and also cheapen the cost of liv- 
ing. 
If he is right, from the hay we would 


get every product that we get through 
the medium of the cow. Therefore, ordi- 
narily we pursue a circuitous and costly 
route to the elements of sustenance when 
there is a direct and inexpensive way. 


Another doctor offers a still simpler 


method, though his plan is 
temporary 


rather than permanent. He feeds patients 
on water alone. lie has given them noth- 
ing else for as much as 35 days and they 
thrived. It may be his hope that with, 
more study and experiment he may be 
able to maintain them indefinitely on that 
bill of fare. If he succeeds he will have a 
plan of living that will be even cheaper 
than the bale of hay system suggested 
above. 


While there is complaint about 
the 


cost of the ordinary articles of diet the 
illustrations 
given impress 
that there 


are those who are striving to place the 
sources of bodilv nourishment within the 
reach of all. Were one to reach the point 
where a bale of hay diet grew wearisome 
and one desired a change, one might try 
water for a month or two for variety. 
That these doctors adhere to a particular 
cult does not remove the fact that they 
take themselves seriously, even if some 
of us do not.

brainy doctors call it) you will undoubtedly recall 
the 
discussion published here Aujrusl "3 on the 


question "To Feed or Not to Feed." In that, dis- 
cussion \ve quoted Dr. Douglas Yanderhoof, who fa- 
vors medical treatment of gastric or duodenal ulcer, 
and who finds that nearly 10 per cent of all pa- 
tients who complain of "indigestion" have ulcer. 


Now for the special benefit of our readers who 


may have the symptom complex reluctantly indi- 
cated above, and also a pipe and some tobacco, I 
am pleased to offer today a match. Dr. Irving' Gray, 
Brooklyn, presented before a specialists' section at 
the recent American Medical Association meeting- a 
study of a series of 250 cases in which this annoy- 
ing symptom complex—pain, food, comfort, pain—• 
occurred, and with callous disregard for the feelings 
of the operators in the audience Dr. Gray asserted 
that in S2 of these cases (32 per cent) th re was 
no ulcer, but something' else again. The actual 
causes of the symptom complex in these S3 cases of 
putative gastric or duodenal ulcer, according- to Dr. 
Gray's tabulation, were as follows (save the match 
till we're all ready): 


Tobacco smoking 
So cases 


Chronic gall bladder disease (with or 


without stones) 
IS cases 


Constitutional conditions 
15 cases 


Chronic appendicitis 
: 
7 cases 


Miscellaneous 
7 cases 


It would be no grave mistake to open a case of 


gall bladder disease, with or without stones, or a 
case of chronic appendicitis, under th© impression 
that the patient had ulcer. The necessary disposal 
could be made of the lesion and the patient forgiven 
for the deception. But how sad to make such a fuss 
and muss in order to determine that a patient is 
suffering from tobaccoism. 


Among- the 35 tobacco smokers with the duodenal 


ulcer symptom complex there w-ere, alas, two wo-, 
men, aged 21 and 32 years, both having smoked 
about fifteen cigarets a day over a period of two 
years, one having had the pain, food, comfort, pain 
complex about 
seven months, the other about a 


year. The rest were men of the average age of 42 
years, and they were about equally divided be- 
tween cigars and cigarets. Make what you w-ili of 
this interesting~~bbservation: Only one of the 35 vic- 
tims of tobaccoism smoked a pipe. Dr. Gray doesn't 
tell what kind of pipe or even what brand of to- 
bacco the lone good fellow used. It might be well 
to use a dozen or more different kinds of pipes, if 
you imagine there is anything in the coincidence.

ANCIENT RAILROAD KAILS 


Washington, I>. C. — An ancient 


and dilapidated farmhouse in Carroll 
County. Maryland, has yielded up one 
of the most interesting of the rare 
historical exhibits that will be made, 
at the forthcoming railroad centen- 
ary celebration to be held at Balti- 
more. It consists of century-old wood- 
en rails that were actually used on 
he original Baltimore to Frederick 
main line of the Baltimore & Ohio. 


These rails formed a part of one of 


;he first railroad line la'id dov.-n in this 
country and over them rumbled the 
famous "Tom. Thumb" _ engine, 
the 


first American-built locomotive. That 
n the course of almost a century of 
subjection to all kinds of weather 
they have not-rotted and crumbled. 
awway testifies eloquently,to the dur- 
ability of the. tough southern yellow 
pine from which they were hewn. 


A. E. Droman, who possesses a deed 


to the 
farmhouse --property 
dating 


back to- the first.quarter, of-the nine- 
teenth century, discovered the rails. 
The old dwelling is in a picturesque 
setting- in the Carroll County hills, 
near Henryton. about 25 miles from 
Baltimore. Aged residents of that vic- 
inity, v.-ho recall the days when ox- 
carts were the chief means of vehicu- 
lar transport thereabout, 
toid ilr. 


Droman an interesting story concern- 
ing: the construction 
of his 
house. 


They had had the tale from their 
forebears. 


It was to the effect that the prop- 


erty was originally owned by Henry 
DeYries a descendant of farmer im- 
migrants from 
Holland, and that 


when the thrifty Dutchman came to 
build him a house he found that that 
marvelous new institution, the rail- 
road, in re-laying its track was dis- 
carding a lot of fine timber that was 
free to any one who would haul it 
away. Farmer DeVries had an abun- 
dance of limber on hsi place, but that 
had to be hewn, split and cut to pro- 
per lengths before it could be used for 
building purposes, which would take 
time and a great deal of labor, where- 
as the railroad rails were 
immedi- 


ately adaptable to his uses. Natur- 
ally he was prompt to take advant- 
age of his opportunity. 
CHECKING VP ON THE LEGEND 


There was only one way lo check 


up on the authenticity of this story. 
}lr. Droman took several railroad rc- 
pr^sentativcs out to the farm where 
they innde an investigation that dis- 
clos'-'l four of the old 
"'--foot 
rails 


holding up the rack porch of 
the 


house. Upon further inspection they 


found more of the 
historic timber 


supporting the first floor, and still 
more used as part of the framework 
of- a large barn near the house. In "all, 
according to the estimate of G. "VY. 
Hunt, maintenance inspector of the B. 
& O., there was nearly a fifth of a 
mile of single track represented in the 
building of the two structures, and 
the rails are still sound and strong. 


Enough of them were taken from 


the house to permit of the construc- 
tin of thirty feet of track at the Balti- 
more exhibition, a. part of an assemb- 
ly of ten sections of rail showing suc- 
cessive improvements in track-build- 
ind from the earliest days to the pre- 
sent. 


A great evolution will be presented.- 


For the wooden track, lieavy "sleep- 
ers," which were long rectangular 
blocks of stone, were set 
in 
the 


ground. To these the stout and heavy 
timbers were fastened, and on the top 
of the rails, on the inside, was laid an 
iron strap on which the wheels of the 
primitive engine and carriages ran. 
Then came the use of cast iron rails 
not over three and a half 
feet 


length, 
soon 
to 
be 
followed 


in 
by 


wrought 
or rolled Iron rails that 


were 15 feet long and weighed about 
40 pounds to the yard. The T-rail now 
universally employed was invented in 
1S30. but it was not much used during 
the first 20 years of railroad construc- 
tion.. Since 1STO rolled steel instead ol 
iron has been used in making the raii 
and its weight has been steadily in 
creased up to 110 pounds to the yard

The Ton: Thumb engine which ran 


over the wooden mils that win be 
shown at Baltimore was. as lias been 
saio. the first American buil'- loco- 
motive. hut it was nothing more t'vin 


the operation of railway lines by lo- 
comotive power, and on its trail tilp, 
n spite of all its cruitles, Peter Coo- 
per, who was himself the engineer, 
was able to drive his engine, which 
lauled 41 persons including himself 
at a speed of IS miles an hour. 


As speed is rated nowadays that 


was not so much, but at that time it 
represented an almost miraculous im- 
provement over- the first locomotive 
used for drawing wagons or carriages 
abroad. That was the Trevethick en- 
gine which in 1804 in South "W-=i 
clrew a load of ten tons at the rate of 
five miles an hour. 


Not many years prior to that, Cag 


not, a Frenchman, had built and ex- 
hibited a self-moving steam engine 
which ran on common roads 'nsteac 
of on a track, and its maximum speed 
was less than four miles an hour with 
stops every fifteen minuted to build 
up the steam pressure! 


The Tom Thumb was a diminutive 


affair with a' single cylinder three 
ana" 
a half inches in diameter, witt" 


boiler that was scarcely larger tlian 
that of an ordinary kitchen rar.ge 
and with tubes that had been impro 
vised from gun barrels. - 


That same year a firm in Tork, Pa. 


constructed three locomotives of th 
"grasshopper"' type for the B. & O 
They were made from plans prepare 
by Phineas Davis and Ross Winan 
and were so serviceable that some o 
them were in use fully 60 years. 


It is a, long, long jump from al 


these "first" -engines to 
a, moderr 


giant such as the John B. Jervis, o 
the Deletrare & Hudson Kailroacl 
which will be another of the exhibit 
at the Baltimore show. The Jervis 
weighing 3i4 tons, is built with th 
new water tube boiler system whic 
enables it to carry a very muc 
greater amount of steam "pressure— 
400 pounds to the square inch instea 
of about 250 pounds. AVhat would 
steam pressure like that have done t 
the Tom Thumb?

There is no such thins as a cylce 


for cholera—or any other disease— 
which causes periodic outbreaks, lie 
says. As soon as one or more hogs in 
a bunch gets sick, the farmer should 
have a -veterinarian examine them, 
for by so doing he will save himself 
hundreds of dollars through 
bein, 


informed about eaily cases of cholera 
in the e\ent of a general outbreak, 
and by vaccinating his hogs he can 
save his own and those of his neigh 
bors from serious 
losses.

"When he knows you better, he'll 


teli you he stayed because he was a 
fellow -who couldn't leave the dead be- 
hind. He had seen them fall, so many 
of them- so many that had not been 
identified, so many that hadn't ever 
been found. The war tvas over, but 
this seemed to him a soldiers' peace- 
time job: the job of giving men 
a. 


crave and giving graves a. name. So 
he stayed.

HIS MISSIOX CHANGED 


One day the task seemed to be done. 


The dead lay in neat rows on the

'"states" in touring busses.

They gave 
her food and they gave her clothing. 
They nursed her back to health. 


She did not soon forget. And, for a 


few hours, while 
the Legionnaires 


were here, her old friends returned 
and kissed her on both cheeks. 


They went down the hill—and she 


knows she may never see them again. 
But she can sit upon the hillside and 
remember. 


From the hillside she can see the 


trains come in and the little auto of 
Clarence Pierson chug away towards 
the battlefield. 


She and Pierson, here in the Cha- 


teau, see more than the long waving 
grass when they look down the slen- 
der valley.
